June 15, 1961

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Palwer presiding.

Invocation was delivered by COUNCIIMAN EDGAR PERRY.
MAYOR PAIMER welcomed a group from the League of Women's Voters.

DR. W. ASTOR KIRK, along with several others from the vicinity of the 1100
block of Graham Street, asked that Boggy Creek be cleaned out, as it had not been
.done at this time as usually it was cleaned out during the spring. He stated the
area had grown up and was presenting e number of problems. MRS. ALONZA JACKSON,
1180 Graham, reporting dumping of trash, awfistated the condition of the ares
would lead people to think it was an official duwmping areas. She reported
.specifically a milk truck throwing bottles over the bridge. She.ssid the group
had called several times, but nothing had been done. REV. LEE spoke concerning
his church. The Acting City Manager, MR. REUBEN ROUNTREE pointed out the pro-
blems concerning easements and listed the sreas where there were no easements.
Councilman Armstrong suggested that where the City has the easements, to give
the area relief, and to put up signs with "No Dumping”; and if the residents in
the aree can get the license numbers of those dumping in the creek, they could
call in to the City Manager. Councilman Perry inguired sbout putting up the
signs. MAYOR PAIMER thanked the group for coming to the Council meeting and
stated the Acting City Manager, who was also Director of Public Works, would
gee that this is taken care of.

TION OF ESTIMATES, INVOKING THE ALTERNATE PROCEDURE
PROVIDED BY ARTICLE I, SECTION 5 OF THE CHARTER OF
THE CITY OF AUSTIN AND CHAPTER 106 OF THE ACTS OF THE
FPIRST CALLED SESSION OF THE 4OTH LEGISIATURE OF TEXAS,
DETERMINING THAT THE COST OF SUCH IMPROVEMENTS SHALL
BE PAID BY THE CITY OF AUSTIN, PROVIDING A METHOD COF
REIMBURSING THE CITY OF AUSTIN FOR A PORTION OF SUCH

CITY CLERK TO CAUSE A NOTICE OF THE ENACTMENT OF THIS
ORDINANCE TO BE FILED IN THE MORTGAGE OR DEED OF TRUST
RECORDS OF TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS, AND DECLARING AN
EMERGENCY. (Algarite Avenue and sundry other streets)

Actlon was deferred watll next week on awarding the contract for the
purchase of 5365 creosoted poles of various sizeés for a two-year period.

The Council welcomed znd greeted MR. and MRS. AMM, Johannesburg, Africa,
woo brought greetings from the Mayor of Johammesburg. Mr. and Mrs. Amm were in
the ranching and farming industry.

The Mayor read & letter from MR, E. B, KINSEY, Burnet, Texas, commending
the Council on 1ts decision on the use of the new lake, and complimenting the
ones who were in charge on the general cleanliness of the shores; and noting the
numher of fishermen who were using the lake without being bothered by motorbost:
wakes and noise.

The Director of Recreation submitted the request of MR. KENT WALLACE to
again place paddle boats in Barton Creek. He stated Mr. Wallace had operated
this activity for two years. He has now designed a new type of paddie boat
superior to the others. Mr. Sheffield stated Mr. Wallace would like to have
his operation in Berton Creek on the basis of 10% of gross receipts; over $1,000,
15% of gross receipts; and over $2,000, 20%. He stated Mr. Wallace would like
to operate on the town lake, but he understood nothing definite had been
established on sny permanent type of installation. Mr. Wallace stated he would
carry $60/$100 insurance with Lloyds of Iondon. After more discussion, Council-
wan Perry moved that the Council approve this request so long as Mr. Wallace
complies with all rules and regulations, and provides the necessary insurance,
ete., and the operation be in Barton Creek. The motion, seconded by Councilmen
Armstrong, carried by the following vote:

MR. JOHN FLANAGAN, Attorney for Mr. Howard Cleggett, submitted a letter
in snswer Lo one received by him. Mayor Palumer stated he would refer the answer
to the law Department; and stated the Council would be glad to hear them next
week on the matter.

The Acting City Manager submitfed a request for change order on a contract
through the Water Department for work on the Interregionsl, in the asmount of
$11,240.82. The Superintendent of Water Distribution explained the need for the
change order in thet 7,000' of 6" pipe had to be added; and that the pipe that
woulld be Salvaged would bring about $6,000, whereas it would cost about $12,000
to repair the pavement., Mr. Schmidt stated the Highway Department had agreed
on all the figures, and they will be participeting 90% of the total price.

After discussion, Councilman White moved that the City Manager be instructed to
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proceed with the change order. (Bland Comstruction Company - relocation of 24"
water mains on Interstate Highway 35 from Colorade River to Bast 19th Street)
The motion, seconded by Councilmen Armstrong, carried by the following vote:

The Acting City Manager stated that on June lst, there were some requests
to investigate needs for stop signs on Bonnie Road and Robin Hood Trail, and St.
Johns and Woodrow. He submitted the reports from the Traffic and Transportation
Department.

The Acting City Maneger submitted the reguest for paving BULLARD DRIVE
from White Roek Drive to the sireet on the east side of the Railroad. Mr.
Bullard and Mr. Wilson have agreed %o put up the money; the schools own sbutting

- property and they had sgreed when streets were paved they would go their share.
There are three contractors doing work now for the city at certain prices, the
lowest of which was $3.73 for a 40! street. This contractor had agreed to
extend his contract and do this paving, which would amount to about three blocks.
Councilman White moved that the contract with GIESEN & IATSON be extended to
include the paving of BULLARD DRIVE from White Rock Drive %o the street east of
the Railroad, at the price quoted. The motion, seconded by Councilmen Armsirong,
carried by the following vote:

The City Council had before it s proposal for rates for the Auditorium
during the summer months, es follows:

"SUBJECT: Avditorium Price Adjustment for Conventions
Meeting Between June 15, and September 15

"ATTACHED: ©Present Price Card for AuditOrium Rental

"The summer months sre slow months for most Aunditorium--ours does better than a
lot of them. Our annual meetings always include discussions on how to increase
sumrer business. We are hoping our Rathskeller will appeal to a lot of smallex
groups and we might add revenue to our summer months through it, e small rental
and good sums through our concession percentage.

"This summer during the period of June 16th through September 15th we have 22
days booked. Of course, we will pick up several more dates during this period.
Most of these dates are private parties and dances. We do have some participa-
tion with four convention type meetings during this period giving us added
catering and concession income. This same period of 1960 we hsd 22 days booked,

1959 we had 25 events.

"We meke good use of this time at the Auditorium by getting our vscations off
during this period and slso doing a thorough job of house cleaning and repairs.
Also, we would like to point out that our staff cares for and operates the
Coliseum which has at least one big event every week.

"We feel that if we can offer this ome concession to summer conventions or multi-
day bookings we can atbract more business especially convention-wise which means
over $30.00 per day per delegate is spent with local business.

"PROPOSAL:

"Our proposal is not one of reducing the rental cherges but rather one of
interpretation. We suggest that during the summer months if an organization
uses the building we bill them full amount during the time they actually have
the building open for activity.

"For example: We had a request from one organization for rental of the building
for exhibits only. They proposed to bave the exhibits open from 9:00 A.M. wntil
5:00 P.M. but not open at night. This would run for 3 days plus one day move-~in
and one day move-out. Our present policy ellows us to charge 1/3 the applicable
rental for move-in and move-out. This then would be their charge in Class I:

Move-in $ 200.00
3 days show @ $600. 1,800.00
Move-out 200.00

$2,200.00

"Our suggestion is that we be allowed to charge the 1/3 rate (a8 we do on move-
in and move-out) for that portion of the day that the building is closed, in
this case the night. This then would be their charge:

Move-in $ 200.00
3 days show @ $360 1,080.00

3 nights bullding
tied up @ $90.00 270.00
Move~oub 200.00
$1,750.00

After studying the proposal, Councilmen Armstrong moved 10 grant these
rates and publicize it as much as possible to get the conventions in here during
the dull season, the rates to be effective from June 16 through September 15.
(that the "move-~in and move-out" schedule be charged for the time the building
is not in use) The motion, seconded by Councilmen Perry, carried by the follow-
ing wvote:

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The Acting City Manasger submitted s drainage problem on the property
belonging to MR. CAL MARSHALL in Cedar Valley. Since Mr. Marshall's request
would necessitate the Council's vacating a certain amount of property dedicated
for drainege, he wanted to get the Council's approval hefore he proceeded with
his subdivision plans. The Council discussed this, and it was decided that Mr,
Marshall take the matter through the Flanning Commission as a normsl procedure,
It was suggested that his request could be considered by the Flanning Commission
and a recommendstion made for the Courcil next week.

The City Attorney explained a matter in connection with the adoption of
the confirmation policy of not making sanitary sewer connections to property
outside the c¢iby limits. He stated in connection with the Little Walnut Creek
sanltary sewer project, an agreement with two property owners could be suthorized
that in the event the senitary sewer were not bullt, the easements which were
given for the purpose of cpossing their property would be returned; and that the
policy confirmed two weeks ago be spelled out, agreeing thet if these properity
owners give the easement they will be gble to obtain at least one sanitary
gewer connection not for residentisl purposes on the property. The comtract
will also spell out that it is not intended to be construed as limiting the
City of Austin. After discussion, Councilmen White offered the foldowing
regolution and moved its adoption:

Councilman Armstrong reported there are duplications in house numbers on
South Lemar in the 2000 block. The Acting City Manager pointed out problems with
the property owners in changing numbers which they do not went changed. Couneil-
man Armstrong asked if they could be invited to come down and see if they would
not sccept the correct numbers. The Acting City Mansger stated he would check
into this further.

Councilmen Armstrong made inquiry about the speed limits of the railroads
in the City limits, and if the Eagle were running at the correct speed at the
time of the sccident on the Burnet Road,

Comecilmen Armstrong inguired sbout the procedure to follow in paving if
gll of the people agree to the paving. The Acting City Manager explained the
procedures. The ingquiry ceme from Mr, Shipman on Verde Vista. The Assistant
City Manager stated there was e petition on that street, and it would be next
year before they could get to that street.

MR. FRANK MORGAN, driver of s Yellow Cab taxi, appeared before the Council
regerding the wmiforms of the drivers, and asking that the sports shirts be worn
outside. The Council discussed this, and Mayor Palmer steted the requirement
has been in effect since June lst, and that drivers would be meking a better
impression and the Councll would ask them to comply with the ordinance.

There being no further business Councilman Armstrong moved that the
Comncil adjourn. The motion, seconded by Councilmen Perry, carried by the
following wvote:
